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S. B. BUDGET 
INCREASED 
GREATLY 


A sharp increase in every de- 
partmental budget of the junior 
college gives evident proof that 
the Salinas J.C. is once again run- 
ning. on a pre-war basis. The 
greatest increase has been made 
in athletic budgets, and the next 
greatest in the working capital 
of the publications, La Reata and 
Panther Sentinel. 

Because of ‘a drastic need for 
new equipment and uniforms to 
put into action the increased 
number of men appearing for 
sports participation, all athletic 
budgets have been raised several 
hundred dollars. In the case of 
football, $2,000 was the budget 
rise. a 

Although the physical educa- 
tion department spends more 
money than any other one de- 
partment, the sports programs 
alone bring in close to one third 
of the annually estimated income. 

Due to a decided increase in 
the cost of printing, and a larger 
field of distribution, the budgets 
of both the La Reata and Sen- 
tinel have been increased a com- 
binde $3,000. 

New budgets this year are Al- 
. pha Gamma Sigma, Associated 
Students’ Conference, Music Fes- 
tival, and Athletic Accident. In- 
surance. 

The student body finance com- 
missioner’s salary has been in- 
creased alone with the great in- 
crease in book work, to $40.00 a 
month,

Possibilities of the present guay- 
ule plant becoming a six-year vo- 
cational school are excellent, ac- 
cording to Mr. John B. Lemos, 
junior college president. 

J.C. school authorities have ap- 
plied for permission to buy the 
rubber plant and turn it into a 
vocational institution. This will 
relieve the overcrowded situation 
at the junior college by forming 
a separate division for vocational 
training, and making the J.C. a 
strictly academic institution. 


Land and. buildings will go to 
the highest bidder; with the only 
agencies, having precedence over 
the school being the branches of 
the federal government. If the 
army or navy do not show an in- 
terest in taking over the obso- 
lete rubber plant for themselves, 
it is quite probable that the prop- 
erty may be purchased by the 
junior college. 

The proposed institution, which 
would be known as the Salinas 
Polytechnic School, already con- 
tains laboratories and shops which 
would be ideal for converting 
into school use. 

If the junior college gains pos- 
session of the location, it will be 
used immediately for a veterans’ 
school, and will, in a year or so, 


‘become the planned. vocational 


school. 

As the plans now stand, it 
would be possible for students 
to enter the polytechnic school 
immediately after grammar school

Out Loud

Odds against your being killed 


in an automobile accident this 
year are 4,800 to 1; against being 
killed in an airplane accident, 
94,000 to 1. The moral of these 
little items is that either people 
are going to be forced to start 
traveling by air in order to live, 
or they are going to have tostart 
driving more carefully. The lat- 
ter of these. two suggestions is 
by far more sensible, more eco- 
nomical, and for purposes of this 
editorial, much more fitting than 
flying to and from school. 

In 1940, 40,000 people were 
killed and a million and a half 
injured in automobile accidents. 
Predictions for ‘1946 are that these 
numbers will be greatly in- 
creased. Thinking over the above 
figures, it is obvious that the 
need for better, safer drivers is 
imperative. 

To bring the picture closer to 
the home front— Salinas Junior 
College. This year’s increase in 
the student body enrollment 
means more cars, more students 
traveling-on-the highways to foot- 
ball games, and more students 
crowded into each automobile. 

It is important that each driver 
shoulder a few responsibilities if 
he expects to protect his passen- 
gers and himself from injury and 
death. There’s an old slogan put 
out by the National Highway 
Safety Committee which reads, 
‘Tf you're driving, don’t drink; 
if you’re drinking, don’t drive.” 
Need more be said? Driving at 
excessive speeds is just as dan- 
gerous as driving under the in- 
fluence of alcohol. Hitting an ob- 
ject while traveling at a speed 
of 80 miles an hour is compara- 
ble to driving an automobile off 
of the top of the Empire State 
Building — rather: destructive to 
say the least... 

Psychologists maintain that in 
addition to liquor and careless 
driving, emotional outbursts such 
as fear, anger, love, and grief are 
also greatly responsible for high- 
way accidents. 

Salinas J.C. students are urged 
to drive carefully, in a car that 
is safe, and in an emotional state 
that is conducive to safe driving. 
It is hoped that the accident toll 
for J.C. will be nihil at the end 
of the school year.

If a student does not have all 
these subjects he may be ad- 
mitted to Cal from a junior col- 
lege or through a transfer from 
another college. In this case, he 
must make up all deficiencies in 
high school subjects, units, and 
grades with a “C” or “B” aver- 
age.
